Mr.  Martin  himself  sworn  concering  the  Service  of  the 
Subpeneod  upon  Mr.  Alexander  &c  &c 

I  saw  Mr.  Alexander — ask'd  him  to  come  down— said  he 
was  a  material  Witness  as  he  was  posessed  of  the  ticketts 
set  aside  in  the  2d  Districts.  I  did  not  Shew  the  Subpaena 
to  Mr.  Alexander — I  had  not  it  with  when  we  met.

Q. — When  did   you  arrive  at  Bedford  with  the  return? 

A. — 2    o'clock    of    the    3rd    Morning. 

Q, — Did  you  offer  the  return  of  the  Election  of  your  dis- 
trict to  the  other  Judges? 

A. — Yes — to  Jones  Cluggage  and  Steward  who  opened  the 
return  and  gave  it  back,  saying  it  was  not  presented  on  time. 

Q. — What  prevented  you  from  taking  the  return  sooner? 

A. — Private  business. 

Q. — When  did  you  receive  the  return? 

A. — About  one  hour  before  day,  the  morning  after  the 
Election. 

Q. — Did  you  know  the  Law  enjoined  its  being  given  within 
two  days?     No. 

Q. — Do  you  remember  whether  the  Judges  told  you  that  the 
general  return  was   sent  to  the  Proth'y? 

A. — No.  they   were   then   making  the    return — 

Q...Was  it  at  Mr.  Naylers — ^Yes. 

Q. — How  do  you  know  they  were  making  out  the  return,  did 
you  read  what   they   wrote? 

A. — They  did  not  deny  it — I  am  no  English  Scholar. 

Q. — Did  you  inquire  what  they  were  doing?    I  did 

Br.  Barckley  being  Sworn- 
Two  Judges  came  in  the  first  day  after  the  Election,  the 
2d.  day  Mr.  Thompson  came  from  Huntingdon,  the  others 
were  uneasy  wish'd  to  go  home,  proposed  tO'  make  out  the  re- 
turn and  declare  the  Election — consulted  the  Law — went  to 
Mr.  Nagles — came  to  Wards  (Stewart  &  Jones)  Mr.  Cluggage 
came  there — sent  for  the  Law  and  read  it  frequently.  Con- 
cluded to  wait  till  10  o'clock  at  night.. went  to  the  Court 
house  and  then  made  up  the  return  of  such  as  were  received — 
linish'd  about  12  oclock — the  Cryer  made  Proclamation  of  the 
number  of  Votes — Next  Morning  met  at  Mr.  Wards  and  made 
out  Certificates — went  from  there  to  the  Court  House  sign'd 
them  with  tickets  to  the  different  members — 

QQ. — ^Did  you  know  of  a  return  being  accepted  the  Srd  day 
at  the  Election  of  last  year  in  Bedford. 
A. — I  do  tot. 

John  Cessna  doth  depose. 

That  tickets  were  received  from  people  who  had  not  a 
right  to  Vote,  having  lived  in  the  County  only  two  or  three 
months.  Mentions  one  Ruhy  and  the  store  keeper  of  Mr. 
Daugherty  that  the  tickets  of  other  intitled  to  Vote  were  re- 
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fused — Mentions  two  McCaslans,  James  Anderson  and 
Henry  Smith,  the  reason  given  was  that  they  had  not  their 
Certificates  with  them — It  'was  known  by  the  Judges  they  had 
taken  the  Oath — one  of  them  offered  to  Swear  to  his  taken 
the   Oathcf  Allegiance. 

Q. — Do  you  know  whom  the  McCasland  and  Anderson  in- 
tended  to  Vote  for  as  Councillor? 

A. — Yes.  I  know  one  of  the  McCaslands  and  Anderson 
would  have  voted  for  .James  Martin. 

Q. — How    many    tickets    were    destroyed? 

A. — T'wenty  six.  22  for  Mr.  Martin,  four  for  Mr.  Woods. 
Some  were  destroyed  for  wanting  the  name  of  a  Commiss'r. 
Others   for  not  being  separated. 

Q. — How  many  Votes  were  there  in  the  diff't.  Townships? 

A. — Providence  80,  Colrain  34,  Cumberland  18.  Bedford  he 
believes  77.    Londonderry  8.    Total  217. 

I  requested  Mr.  Barckley  to  take  particular  care  of  the 
tickets  torn. 

Mr.   Martin  Sworn. 

Q. — What  was  the  reason  Mr.  Alexander  did  not  attend? 

A.— I  asked  him  to  go^  down,  told  him  he  was  a  Material 
Witness,  he  having  the  tickets  rejected  in  the  2nd.  district, 
he  answered  they  were  dstroyed  and  if  he  was  on  Oath  he  could 
not  say  whether  there  was  more  destroyed  of  his  than  Tickets 
for  Mr.  Woods,  there  was  Many  for  both  destroyed. 

Q. — ^Were  you  at  the  Election? 

A.— Yes. 

Q. — Were  you  there  when  the  first  ticket  was  rejected? 

A. — I  observed  a  ticket  cut  into  four  pieces.  G.  Wood  Esq'r. 
Councillor.  I  opposed  the  Admission  of  that  ticket  believing 
then,  the  Law  was  against  it. 

Q. — Did    you    think    the    Judges    rejected   any    good    Votes? 

A. — I  did  not  think  so*  at  the  time. 

Q. — Why  was  not  Alexander  shewn  the  Subpoena? 

A. — I  had  it  not,  when  I  saw  Mir.  Anderson. 

Mr.  Ried   Sworn. 

I  was  not  at  the  beginning  of  the  drawing.  I  heard  a 
number  of  Votes  read  for  Mr.  Martin  that  were  destroyed — 
Altogether  about  18.  two  for  Mr.  Wood. 

Q. — Why  were  those   Votes  destroyed? 

A. — Because  not  cut,  or  cut  improperly. 
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Q. — Did  the  Judges  differ  about  rejecting  the  Tickets? 

A. — No.  I  heard  some  argument  between  Mr.  Martin  and 
Mr.  Crosson. 

Henry  Rush  inspector  of  2  District  Counted  12  of  Martins 
and  two  of  Mr.  Woods  that  were  condem'd,  there  might  have 
been  more  rejected  because  Council  and  Assembly  was  sepa- 
rated. 

Q. — By.  Ml".  Woods.  Do  you  think  there  was  more  de- 
stroyed? 

A. — DO'  not  know. 

Q. — Was  there  any  fraud? 

A. — Knew  of  none. 

Q. — Who  took  the  condemn'd  tickets? 

A. — Mr.  Alexander. 

P.  (?)  Smith  inspector  of  2d.  District. 

Q. — Do  you  know  of  any  tickets  destroyed? 
A.— Two  or  3  for  Mr.  Woods,  9  or  10  of  Mr.  Martins.  Out 
of  the  air  box  about  twenty  for  Mr.  Martin  Out  of  the  Dis- 
trict— destroyed  on  Account  of  there  not  being  separated.  Mr. 
Martin  was  of  Opinion  they  should  be  condemn'd.  NO'  appear- 
ance of  fraud — believes  the  first  ticket  condemn'd  was  Mr. 
Woods.  Mr.  Cessna  saye  the  first  ticket  condemn'd  was 
Martins' — One  of  the  Judges  gave  a  ticket  that  was  not  Sepa- 
rated, not  knowing  it  was  necessary  to  separate  them. 

Thos.  Crosson,  Clerk  of  the  2nd  district — he  was  of  Opinion 
that  the  tickets  disputed  should  have  been  admitted.  Mr.

Q. — How  many  do  you  suppose  were  refused? 

A. — Beween   a   dozen   «§;   twenty. 

Suppose  as  many  for  Mr.  Woods  as  Mr«  Martin. 

Q. — By  Mr.  Cessna.  Did  you  tell  Mr.  Woods  he  had  about 
7  Votes? 

A. — ^I  did — told  the  Judges  Mr.  Mann  was  coming  with  the 
return — Objected  to  the  Election  as  one  of  the  Judges  was 
not  a  Freeholder. 

Monday  Dec.  4. 

Mr.  Barckley,  Judge  of  the  first  District— Can  you  give  any 
Account  of  the  papers  of  the  other  districts? 

A. — I  cannot. 

Q. — Have  you  no  Abstract  from  those  papers? 

A. — I  have,  he  delivered  it. 

Mr.  Barckley  says  he  never  refused  the  tickett  of  Richey,  did 
not  see  him— No  Objection  Made  at  the  time  of  the  Election.

Mr.  Davidson  was  present  at  Bedford  the  night  the  ticlvets 
were  called  of,  from  the  beginning  to  the  End,  the  first  ticket 
thought  to  be  illegal  the  Judges  were  consulted  upon  and  con- 
cluded to  refuse  it.

Henry  Rush  Inspector  2d  District  sworn  &c.  saw  12  ticketts 
for  Mr.  Martin  destroyed  &  2  for  Mr.  Woods.  The  ticketts 
were  destroyed  for  want  of  form.

Were  there  more  ticketts  than  Votes? 

1  do  not  know.  I  heard  Mr.  Crossin  say  they  would  not 
agree. 

Peter  Smith  Inspector  2nd.  Dist  sworn. 

Do  you  know  of  any  ticketts  being  distroyed? 

2  or  3  for  Mr.  Woods  &  20  for  Mr.  Martin  in  all,  as  far  as 
I  recollect.     In  the  Air  Box  there  were  9  or  10  ticketts  de- 

■  stroyed,  they  were  distroyed  for  the  reasons  which  have  been 
given,  Want  of  form.  Mr.  Martin  was  consulted  upon  their 
legality  thought  they  should  be  condemn'd — I  was  of  opinion 
no   fraud   was    committed. 
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Mr.     Mann     sworn     before — now     examined      touching     the 
ticketts. 

How  many  ticketts  were  destroyed  In  the  2d  District? 

1  cannot  tell. 

How  many  do  you  suppose? 

Perhaps  20. 

For  whom  were   these  ticketts? 

2  of  these  were  for  Mr.  Woods,  Mr.  Woods  had  12  from  the 
District  of  both  kinds. 

Why   were   they   destroyed? 

Some  for  being  improperly  cut,  2  for  not  being  cut  in  any 
way. 

Were  there  more  Ticketts  than  there  were  Voters? 

Not  that  1  know. 

There  stops  the  Evidence  as  reed,  by  Mr.  Martin. 

Mr.  Crossin  Clerk  of  the  2d  District  &  Mr.  Barkley  Judge 
of  the  first  being  in  Town  tho'  not  directly  subponed  to  ap- 
pear on  this  business — were  at  the  desire  of  Mr.  Woods  called 
in  for  examinition. 

Mr.   Crossin  being  sworn  &c. 

I  attended  the  2d  District  as  Clerk.  Some  ticketts  came 
out  divided  the  Councillor  &  Assembly  men  on  seperate 
ticketts.  I  held  the  legality  of  these  my  opinion  particularly 
disputed  &  opposed  by  Mr.  Martin,  consulted  the  Law — It  was 
then  decided  against  me  &  the  ticketts  were  accordingly  set 
aside. 

How  many  ticketts  were  set  aside? 

I  cannot  precisely  say — perhaps  between  12  &  20  in  all. 

What  number  of  these  was  for  Mr.  Woods? 

Tho'  I  took  most  notice  of  these  yet  I  cannot  say  possitively, 
it  struck  me  at  the  time  that  there  were  as  many  for  Mr. 
Woods  as  for  Mr.  Martin  &  circumstances  have  since  con- 
firmd   that    opinion. 

What  were  these  circumstances? 

1  since  met  with  Mr.  Alexander  the  person  who  had  for 
some  time  the  destroyed  ticketts  in  his  possession — ask'd  him 
whether  he  had  been  subponed  to  attend  at  Philad.,  replied 
he  had — but  had  satisfied  Mr.  Martin  that  he  could  be  on  no 
use  to  him — for  (of  upon  oath)  he  must  declare  that  of  the 
Ticketts  destroyed  as  many  for  Mr.  Woods  as  for  Mr.  Martin.

I  say  I  would  try — &  assigned  as  reasons  for  my  trying  that 
the  constables  were  not  even  citizens  &  that  one  of  the  Inspec- 
tors was  not  a  Freeholder. 

You  were  Clerk — is  the  list  of  Voters  presented  here  the 
true   list? 

There  were  two  clerks — &  diff't  lists  one  of  these  is  my 
handwriting  &  the  real  list. 

Were  you  in  Bedford  before  Mr.  Mann? 

I  was. 

Did  you  tell  the  other  Judges  that  the  return  of  your  Dis- 
trict v;as  made  out? 

I  did  &  that  Mr.  Mann  had  it. 

Who  read  the  Ticketts  destroyed? 

None  that  I  saw  excepting  Mr.  Wink  &  myself. 

Was  there  any  fraud  in  the  Election? 

A  man  of  Air  Township  presented  a  Vote — a  Judge  observed 
it  was  one  of  Woods  Votes  &  that  it  could  not  be  taken  as 
the  Election  was  then  closed.  Another  came  soon  after  & 
had  his  vote  received. 

Had  notice  been  given  that  the  Election  was  closed  when 
the  vote  you  speak  of  was  opposed? 

I  do  not  know. 

Question  concerning  fraud  repeated— 

I  did  think  that  the  Judges  were  too  much  under  the  in- 
fluence of  Mr.  Martin.  I  address  as  instanus  of  this  the  sup- 
port given  by  Mr.  Martin's  opinion  to  an  inspector  who  was 
not  a  Freeholder  &  of  Mr.  Martins  prevailing  over  the  Judges 
to  set  aside  the  first  divided  Ticketts,  it  being  for  Mr.  Woods. 

Mr.  Berkly. 

Have  you  any  other  papers  relating  to  the  Election? 

I  have  an  abstract  from  ye  returns  of  ye  whole  excepting  the 
2d  District. 

Mr.  Berkly  being  desired  to  relate  what  he  knew  proceeded. 

Iwas  one  of  the  Judges  of  ye  1st  District — was  the  Election 
all  the  time  of  it  &  was  particularly  attachd  to  two  town-

ships,  Bedford  & — The  tickett  of  Jno.  Marshall  mentioned  by 
Mr.  Cesna  was  received — I  knew  him  extilled — he  had  taken 
the  oath — Bickey  I  know  nothing  of — (the  list  of  Voters  names 
was  now  read  by  Mr.  Cesna  &  that  of  Richey  was  not  to  be 
found  therein  as  to  little  Saml  McCarland — I  offered  it  as  my 
opinion  that  if  either  of  ye  Judges  knew  Him  to  have  taken 
ye  oaths — He  ought  to  be  admitted  to  vote  tho'  he  had  no  cer- 
tificates. The  Judge  to  whom  I  immediately  spoke  doubted  if 
the  other  Mr.  Casland  &  Anderson  I  did  not  see. 

We  closed  ye  Election  in  the  evening  I  read  the  votes  for 
Councillor  &  assemblymen.  The  1st  improperly  divided  ticket 
I  held  up  took  ye  opinion  of  the  other  Judges  upon  it,  agreed 
to  set  it  aside.  I  put  all  such  into  my  pockett  with  intention 
to  count  them,  4  of  this  sort  read  for  Mr.  Woods.  No  opposi- 
tion was  made  to  the  setting  them  aside.  There  were  also 
7  or  9  others  set  aside  which  were  strung  or  hanging  together, 
which  I  also  put  into  my  pockett — for  whom  these  were  I 
do  not  know  I  never  looked  at  them.

These  were  all  that  were  set 
aside  or  destroyed. 

Q. —  (by  Cesna)  Did  I  not  tell  you  that  you  had  19  ticketts 
strung  together. 

No. 

Don't  you  remember  throwing  them  over  my  shoulders? 

No. 

Don't  you  remember  my  telling  you  take  care  of  them? 

No. 

Did  Marshall  shew  you  his  certificate. 

No. 

Q- — (by  Council)  Were  the  two  bundles  brought  down  by 
you  the  Identical  papers  of  the  Election? 

They  are  at  ye  close  of  the  Election  I  put  them  into  a  box 
&  sealed  it.  But  ye  box  being  large  tin  convenient  to  carry — 
I  again  unsealed  it  &  put  all  the  papers  except  y  one  Tally 
paper  concerning  Commissioners  together — The  papers  now 
here  are  those  I  speak  of — I  saw  no  irregularily  in  the  con- 
duct of  the  Election — I  never  saw  one  at  which  there  was  less. 
In  one  box  there  were  5  names  for  which  there  were  no  checks 
these  names  were  struck  of  the  list.    End  of  Mr.  B.  Testimony. 

Davidson  Esq.  was  present  when  the  ticketts  of  District  1st 
were  called  off  from  the  beginning  to  the  end. 

Judges  consulted  concerning  the  1st  Tickett  set  aside  con- 
cluded unanemously  to  reject  it.

Do  you  recollect  how  many  for  each? 

I  cannot  precisely  say — Two'  I  remember  for  Mr.  W.  3  or  4 
for  Mr.  M.  beyond  this  I  cannot  remember. 

Were  the  Clerks  careful  in  writing  the  names? 

I  believe  they  were. 

Who   were  they? 

Mr.  Cropin  was  one — & — Mr.  — 

Were  they  men  of  fair  character? 

Yes. 

Were  the  people  left  to  their  own  choice? 

Yes. 

Mr.   Alexander  Inspector  2d   District 

I  read  ticketts  carefully.  I  believe  others  did.  One  Hunter 
proferred  a  piece  of  paper.  I  observed  his  ticket  not  to  be  full. 
He  then  took  it  back  &  was  much  offended.  I  saw  him  again 
near  the  close  of  the  Election — &  wished  him  to  give  his 
ticket.

Were  there  in  any  instance  two  whole  Ticketts  put  in  to- 
gether.

The  Petitions  and  Memorial  of  divers  of  the  Free-Men 
Electons  of  Bedford  County,  humbly  sheweth. 

That  great  Injustice  and  Abusses  ave  been  commited  in 
this  County  at  the  late  general  Election;  especially  in  the 
first  and  second  Districts  contrary  to  Justice,  and  the  Spirit 
and  true  Intention  of  the  late  Election  Law,  insomuch  that 
several  fair  &  honest  Tickets,  have  been,  by  some  Judges  re- 
jected upon  very  improper  Grounds.

That  in  the  carrying  on  the  late  General  Election  for  the 
County  of  Bedford,  at  the  first  &  second  Election  districts  of 
the  same  County,  divers  fair  and  honest  tickets  were  un- 
warrantably sett  aside  on  frivilous  pretences  &  not  counted 
with  the  votes  of  the  Electors,  &  as  your  petitioners  have 
reason  to  believe,  were  distroyed,  whereby  the  most  essential 
&  sacred  priviledges  of  the  freeman  of  the  said  County,  have 
been  violated,  &  the  sources  of  public  authority  polluted. 

That  the  Judge  (Jf  the  second  Election  district  of  the  same 
County  to  whom  was  entrusted  the  return  thereof,  not  arriving 
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at  Bedford  Town  until  late  on  the  second  day  after  the  Gen- 
era! Election  aforesaid  was  not  able  to  deliver  the  return  of 
the  votes  of  his  district  at  the  Court  house  till  the  day  follow- 
ing, when  the  general  return  being  still  unfinished,  he 
presented  the  return  of  the  second  District  to  the  Judges  of 
the  five  other  Election  districts,  then  and  there  met  for  the

The  Petition  and  Memorial  of  the  Subscribers,  Freeholders 
and  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Northumberland  in  the  said 
State  most  Respectfully  Sheweth — 
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That  your  Petitioners  fully  Sensible  of  the  Invaluable  Privi- 
ledges  of  Election  in  this  free  Country,  cannot  help  feeling  the 
most  Pointed  Distress  when  then  Priviledges  are  invaded, 
This  your  Petitioners  find  to  be  the  Case  in  a  Remarkable 
manner  at  some  of  the  Late  District  Elections  in  this  County, 
The  Fourth  District  in  the  County  of  Northumberland  Is  by 
Law  of  this  State  passed  the  Fourteenth  Day  of  June  A.  D. 
1777,  to  be  held  at  the  hous  of  Ameriah  Sutton  for  the  Free- 
men of  the  Township  of  Muncy  and  Bald-Eagle  to  hold  their 
Elections  on  the  Fourteenth  of  October  a  Number  of  People 
from  Different  parts  of  this  country  Assembled  at  the  said 
Suttons,  they  were  there  met  by  the  Indian  Land  People,  One 
Man  from  Bald-Eagle  Township,  and  Sundry  of  the  Inhabi- 
tance  of  Muncy  Township  Inspectors  were  then  Chosen,  the 
one  for  Bald-Eagle  Township  neither  a  Freeholder  or  Resident 
in  said  Township,  as  far  as  your  Petitioners  are  able  to  find 
out  on  the  Strictest  Inquiry,  Tickets  even  taken  from  the 
Setlers  on  the  Indian  Lands  without  hesitation,  Wm.  Shaw 
Esqr.  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  this  Country,  Attended  to  Ad- 
minister the  Necessary  Oaths,  and  John  Little  a  Candidate 
for  the  Sheriffs  Office  Acted  as  a  Clerk,  The  Indian  Land 
People  none  of  whome  live  within  the  Bounds  of  the  Town- 
ships afforesaid,  as  well  Evidently  appear  by  the  Certifyed  Ex- 
tracts from  the  Quarter  Sessions  Docket  of  this  County, 
amounted  to  one  half  of  the  number  collected  Lawless  and 
abandoned  themselves,  and  totally  Disqualified  in  point  of 
Residence  and  Taxation,  as  far  as  we  can  find  out  in  Respect

Law,  at  this  Meeting  the  Indian  Land  Judge  Refused  to  De- 
liver his  Return  tho'  Present,  and  the  Judges  of  the  North- 
umberland Town  District  Refused  to  Attend  altho  repeatedly 
called  upon  Thus  Two  Returns  will  be  handed  in  to  your 
Resputable  Body,  one  by  the  Protesting  Judges  who  met  on 
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the  evening  of  the  Second  Day  after  the  Election  and  Dilivered 
in  their  Returns  as  Required  by  Law — The  other  by  the 
Judges  of  the  Disputed  Districts,  nothing  on  the  Strictest 
Scrutiny  of  has  been  Objected  against  the  Sunbury  and 
Buffeloe  Districts,  the  Charges  against  the  Muncy  Election 
are  admited  on  all  hands,  both  as  to  the  Illegality  of  Appoint- 
ing Officers  and  the  Admiting  of  the  Indian  Land  men  to 
vote,  Two  of  the  Judges  of  that  Election  being  from  the  Indian 
Lands  Should  this  Example  of  Admiting  the  Lawless  Indian

The  subscribers  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  County  of  North- 
umberland think  it  their  duty  to  lay  before  Council  sundry 
Occurrences  which  have  lately  hapned  in  this  County  which 
they  consider  of  an  allarming  nature,  which  may  without 
timely  Prevention,  subvert  all  Order  and  Government  in  the 
County,  sundry  officers  of  Government  seem  to  have  assumed 
to  themselves  a  dispensing  power  with  respect  to  the  Laws 
the  Laws  against  Sitling  &c  on  the  Indian  Lands  are  pointed 
swere  and  well  known  as  a  Proclamation  from  your  Hon'ble 
Body  directing  all  Publick  Officers  to  enforce  those  Laws,  has 
for  some  time  past  been  Publickly  handed  about.  Thro'  all 
parts  of  the  County,  yet  little  notice  is  taken  of  it  on  the 
Contrary  we  find  these  verry  Indian  Land  men  caressed  even 
by  men  in  Office,  enticed  from  there  retreats  brought  into  one 
of  our  Frontier  Districts,  indulged  in  all  the  Priveledges  of 
voting  at  a  Publick  Election  Two  fit  these  Irregular  men 
whome  we  think  ought  to  have  been  Commited  for  their  Con- 
duct, were  made  the  Judges  of  one  of  the  District  Elections — 
On  another  quarter,  almost  every  Indlavour  of  some  "of  the 
Justices  to  Introduce  the  Laws  of  this  State  meets  with  Im- 
pedements  and  Delays  men  who  have  been  Commited  are  re- 
leased before  they  can  reach  the  Jail  of  the  County,  Col.  But- 
ler in  Perticular  who  has  been  Twice  Commited,  has  each  time 
been  takin  cut  of  the  hands  of  the  Justices  by  the  Sheriff,  the 
first  time  he  was  sent  home  upon  the  second  Commitment  the 
Sheriff  took  him  from  the  Officer,  and  we  know  not  how  he 
has  been  disposed  of  since.  We  v/ish  not  to  Complain  of  the 
Sheriff  or  any  other  public  Officer,  but  we  think  these  Facts 
ought  to  be  known — even  the  Judge  of  our  Coart  has  so  far 
demanded  himself  as  to  become  security  for  some  of  the 
Wioming  Offenders,  and  Interposed  himself  between  them  and 
a  jail, — should  these  Irregularitj^s  Continue  if  Offenders  are 
carrassed  by  Publick  Officers  instead  of  being  Punished  a 
Desolation  of  Law  and  Government  must  Follow. — 

The  few  Officers  who  Actuated  by  a  sense  of  Duty  endeavor 
to  Execute  the  Lav.'s  will  be  born  down  and  must  either  Tem- 
porize with  their  Brethern  or  Resign  We  have  bound  over 
to  the  quarter  Sessions  one  Maning,  who  by  Depositions  taken 
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liefore  us,  as  well  as  by  his  Own  Concession  is  a  liver  on  the 
Indian  Lands — We  pray  that  our  hands  may  be  Strengthened

William  Sims  of  the  County  aforesaid  being  full  age  and 
dulj"  sworn  according  to  Laws  deposeth  and  saith  That  a  few 
days  before  the  late  Election  being  at  Wyoming  lots  Zebulon 
Butler  came  up  the  River  in  Company  with  William  Bonam. 
William  Bonam  acknowledged  that  his  Business  was  tO'  pro- 
cure People  to  go  down  to  the  Election  and  boasted  that  there 
would  be  One  hundred  down  at  the  Election.  That  the  said 
Bonam  was  exceeding  busy  in  inviting  and  persuading  the  New 
England  People  to  come  down.  That  on  their  way  down  from 
Wyoming  be  heard  lot  Butler  tell  Cap'n  Geskins  that  there 
would  be  one  hundred  or  better  down  at  the  Election.  That 
on  the  day  of  the  Election  being  in  Northumberland  Town  he 
saw  a  number  of  the  New  England  People  standing  together 
whom  this  Deponent  knew  to  be  no  holders  of  Land  under  this 
State.  He  went  up  to  them  and  asked  them  if  they  had  given 
in  their  Tickets,  they  answered  Yes,  he  then  asked  them  if  they 
were  serious,  they  said  they  were  and  that  their  Tickets  were 
taken  from  them  and  no  Questions  asked  them.  This  Deponent 
then  said  to  them  it  must  be  some  expence  to  you  to  come 
from  Wyoming  to  hand  in  a  Bit  of  Paper  to  please  some  Peo- 
ple, they  said  No.  Mr.  Bonam  kept  an  Open  House  for  them 
this  Deponent  heard  Bonam  tell  one^  Shott  to  go  up  to  his 
house  and  get  his  Dinner  and  further  said  it  had  cost  him 
Twenty  Dollars  already.  Capt'n  Spaldane  one  of  the  New 
England  men  acted  as  a  Judge  and  Lord  Butler  Son  of  Lot  Zeb- 
ulan  Butler  acted  as  a  Clerk  at  the  Northumberland  District. 

This  Deponent  further  saith  that  on  the  night  of  the  Six- 
teenth instant  being  in  the  Court  House  when  Young  Henry 
Antis  came  in  and  informed  the  Sheriff  that  he  had  been  with 
the  Judges  of  the  Northumberland  District  and  they  had  re- 
fused to  come  over  the  Sheriff  then  requested  this  Deponent  to

go  back  to  Northumberland  Town  and  bring  the  Judges  or  at 
least  one  of  them,  for  that  was  the  last  day  they  could  do 
business  in.

Henry  Antis  Esquire  being  sworn  on  the  Holy  Evangelist 
deposeth  &  saith — 

That  the  Return  marked  A  was  made  on  the  10th  Day  of 
October  instant  in  the  Court  House  at  Sunbury—  in  the  after- 
noon and  finished  before  Night — 

That  the  Returns  marked  B  &  C  were  both  signed  at  the 
same  Place  &  same  Hour  &  all  the  Judges  mentioned  in  these 
2  Returns  signed  before  my  Eyes  at  the  Court  House. — 

The  Judges  mentioned  in  all  the  3  Returns  met  together  at 
the  same  Day  &  Place,  till  they  had  cast  up  the  Votes  of  all 
the  District — 

Being  asked  why  the  Word  "sixteen"  in  the  Return  marked 
C  was  struck  out  &  the  Word  "seventeenth  interlined"  says, 
that  they  were  all  the  three  Returns  were  signed  on  the  seven- 
teenth &  it  was  a  Mistake,  that  the  same  alterations  were  not 
made  in  the  other  two — all  of  them  having  been  drawn  the 
Day  before — None  of  the  Returns  were  cast  upon  the  16th,  only 
I  took  an  account  in  waiting  of  the  number  for  the  first  Dis- 
trict &  from  Buffaloe  from  the  Judges  of  those  two  Districts— 
The  Judges  of  the  other  two  Districts  offered  Me  their  Returns 
sealed  up,  which  I  declined  receiving,  till  all  the  Judges  were 
present — 

Sunbury: 

The  Judge  of  Muncy  District  came  in  the  15th  about  an 
Hour  after  sunset— &  staid  there  till  the  Returns  were  signed 
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--The  Judges  of  Norlhumcl.  District  came  into  Simbury  the 
10th  between  ten  &  eleven  in  the  Morning  &  staid  there  till 
nigh  sunset  on  the  same  Day — They  then  returned  Home  be- 
cause I  toid  them  I  would  not  receive  the  Return  till  the 
Judges  were  altogether  and  said  they  would  come  back  early 
in  the  Morning  about  an  Hour  after  they  went  Jacob  Nisbach 
one  of  the  Judges  for  Euffaloe  District  came  into  Sunbury. 

The  Judges  of  Augusta  District  were  there  all  the  time  from 
the  Election  till  the  Returns  were  signed. 

The  Judges  of  Augusta  District  offered  their  Return  on  the 
16th  so  did  the  Judge  of  Buffaloe  on  the  same  Day.

Patterson  Esquire  &  brought  down  by  Ensign  Chambers  & 
delivered  to  Me  by  a  Mittimen  of  Fredk.  Antis  &  Robert  Martin 
Esquires  or  one  of  them,  who  undertook  to  do  so  untill  they 
should  have  an  opportunity  of  inquiring  intO'  the  Matter — 
Daniel  Montgomery  &  William  Bonam  &  Captain  Robinson 
were  his  Bail  upon  his  first  Discharge.  Each  of  them  in  the 
sum  of  $25  for  his  appearance  at  the  next  Court  &  his  good 
Behaviour  in  the  meantime — thereupon  discharged  him  after 
having  consulted  Esquires  Antis  &  Martin  soon  after  he  was 
committed  again  by  Alexr.  Patterson,  Legally  David  Mead  Es- 
quire for  treasonable  Practices — The  Mittimen  I  delivered  to 
the  Honorable  John  Evans  Esq'r  of  this  city  since  I  came 
to  town  sheriff  &  others  brought  him  from  Wioming  &  de- 
livered him  to  Me — He  was  not  put  in  Jayl — I  told  him  to 
stay  at  Mr.  Roman's — &  then  with  the  approbation  of  Esquires, 
Antis,  Haw,  Martin,  admitted  him  to  Bail  again  till  next 
Court  or  till  orders  should  come  from  the  Chief  Justices — & 
this  good  Behaviour  in  the  Meantime — His  sureties  were  Daniel 
Montgomery,  James  Morrow,  James  Espy  &  Wm.  Roman  in 
£25"0  each  &  several  more  offered  themselves  as  sureties. 

&  after  the  .Judges  for  Buffaloe  District  on  the  16th  just 
after  dark  had  come  intO'  Sunbury  I  sent  my  son  over  to  the 
Judges  of  Northumberland  District  to  come  over — And  they 
sent  Word  by  my  son,  that  they  would  not  come  over  that 
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night — &  Mr.  Espy  one  of  them  said  he  was  too  weakly  to 
come  then — But  they  would  come  over  early  in  the  Morning. 

I  then  sent  Wm.  Tunis  over  to  them  &  my  son  again  with 
him,  to  tell  the  Judges  of  Northumberland  District  that  they 
must  come  over  that  night,  for  it  was  the  last  Day  on  which 
the  Business  could  be  done — Wm.  Tunis  &  my  son  brought  Me 
tlie  same  answer  again  that  my  son  had  done  before — The 
River  was  high.  Then  after  Mr.  Tunis  &  my  son  had  come

Elias  Youngman  examined  says  he  was  a  Judge  at  Sunbury 
district — The  Election  was  held  at  Sunbury — That  he  met  the 
other  .Judges  of  said  District  at  the  Goal  on  the  sixteenth  to  cast 
up  the  votes — that  the  Muncy  Judge  was  not  there  and  the 
Sheriff  having  sent  for  him,  he  came,  but  refused  tO'  deliver 
his  return,  he  saw  the  Judge  of  the  North'd  district:  on  the 
]7th  who  asked  deponent  to  Sign  his  return,  which  he  refused 
unless  the  votes  were  taken  out  that  were  given  by  the  Wyom- 
ing People  That  the  Judges  of  Sunbury  and  Buffaloe  on  the 
16th.  has  cast  up  their  votes  and  prepared  their  return  which 
they  asked  the  Sheriff  to  Sign;  but  he  refused  as  it  was  late 
said  he  had  not  slept  for  two  nights,  had  no>  Clerk,  and  wished 
to  meet  all  the  Judges  together— That  W.  Manning  one  of  the 
Judges  of  the  Muncy  district  lives  on  the  Indian  land.  The 
Election  wa.^  closed  in  the  the  night  of  the  fourteenth. — 

Anthony  Geiger — Judge  for  Sunbury  district.  The  opened 
the  Election  at  ten  o'clock  on  the  14th,  and  closed  it  between 
11  and  12  o'clock  that  night— that  he  signed  the  district  re- 
turn on  the  15th.  That  he  and  Youngman  Judges  of  Sunbury, 
Triesbach  from  Buffaloe  Mannong  from  Muncy,  and  the  Judges 
from  North'd  met  at  the  Court  house  on  the  16th. — 

John  Job— Judge  for  Sunbury  district — Richard  Manning  a 
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Judge  of  Muncy  district  told  him  more  than  once  that  most  of 
the  people  who  voted  at  Muncy  were  Indian  land  Men. 

James  Murray. — I  was  Judge  for  Northum'd  district — there 
were  three  Judges  for  that  district  James  Espy  of  North'd  and 
Simon  Spalding  of  Wyoming  and  myself  that  the  people 
of  the  township  of  Shawaneze  and  Stoke  voted  at 
(he  said  district  Amounting  to  24  as  per  list — being  asked 
whether  those  persons  had  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance  to 
the  State  before  voting,  Says  some  had,  and  some  had  not, 
but  they  were  all  qualified  before  closing  the  poll  that  these 
V  people  had  not  paid  any  Taxes  there,  and  he  is  convinced  they 
had  not,  as  no  Tax  has  been  laid  by  the  Commissioners  since 
the  decree  at  Trenton — That  Richard  Manning  lives  on  Long 
Island  in  the  West  branch  of  Susquehanna — That  the  reason 
of  qualifying  some  after  voting  was,  that  the  Judges  were  not 
possessed  of  the  Law,  but  soon  after  procured  it,  and  they 
were  all  qualified — That  the  Judges  said  district  consulted 
William  Montgomery,  Thomas  Hewitt  and  Robert  Martin  Es- 
quires who  said  that  the  Wyoming  People  had  an  undoubted 
right  to  vote  That  Robert  Martin  Esquire  administered  the 
oath  to  those  who  voted,  many  of  them  after  voting  and  that 
all  of  them  produced  a  Certificate  of  having  taken  an  Oath 
of  allegiance  to  the  State  of  Connecticut — That  both  returns 
were  executed  on  the  17th.  altho'  one  was  dated  on  the  16th. 

Simon  Spalding — Judge  for  Northumberland  district.^ — Says 
he  lives  at  Stoke  in  Wyoming — That  he  has  not  taken  the  oath 
of  allegiance,  to  this. State,  but  as  ^n  officer  has  taken  an  path 
of  allegiance  to  the  United  States — was  a  Captain  in  the  Con- 
tinental Service  has  lived  nine  years  at  Stoke— Seven  of  which 
he  has  served  in  the  army — that  24  persons  out  of  the  town- 
ship of  Stake  and  Shawaneze  voted  at  the  said  district — 11  out 
of  the  24  were  not  Connecticut  but  from  New  York,  one  from 
Maryland,  and  some  of  Penna. — those  of  Penna.  were  John 
O'Neal  and  Hugh  Fordsmans — Some  of  the  people  voting  at 
the  said  district  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  State  before 
voting  and  some  not  till  after, — That  he  knows  of  no  persons 
at  that  place  who  stand  out  against  the  Laws  of  Penna. — that 
none  of  them  have  paid  Taxes  to  this  State — That  he  believes 
the  sheriff  has  never  met  with  any  opposition  in  the  execution 
of  process  at  Wyoming — That  W.  Montgomery  and  the  Magis- 
trates there,  upon  looking  over  the  law,  gave  it  as  their  opin- 
ion that  persons  having  taken  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  another 
State,  and  then  resided  in  this  State  had  a  right  to  vote. — 
That  he  heard  Forman  and  Buck  say  they  had  taken  an  oath 
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of  allegiance  to  Penna — and  that  Forsman  took  an  Oath  after- 
wards to  Connecticut, — He  is  not  sure  whether  they  took  it 
again  on  the  Day  of  Election— That  Judge  Manning  told  de- 
ponent some  people  who  lived  on  the  Indian  lands  had  voted 
in   the   district. — 

Jacob  Triesbach — Judge  of  Euffaloe  Says  both  returns  were 
signed   on   the   17th. 

James  Murray  Continued — He  Says  the  Tickets  now  pro- 
duced and  Marked  No.  1  and  2 — are  the  Indentical  Tickets 
given  in  by  the  People  of  the  Townships  of  Shawaneze  and 
Stoke — and  that  the  Tickets  marked  No.  3  are  the  same.  Tickets 
that  were  given  in  by  the  People  of  the  Tp,  of  Wyoming — The 
People  of  Wyoming  Tp.  always  acknowledged  themselves  sub- 
jects of  Penna.  and  have  paid  Taxes  to  this  State. — 

Richard  Manning  a  Judge  of  Muncy  district  told  me  that 
they  had  not  saved  any  of  the  papers  of  the  Election  and  that 
they  had  destroyed  the  tickets  after  summing  up — they  did 
not  know  that  they  were  of  any  use. 

Simon  Spalding. — He  says  that  the  principle  upon  which  the 
People  of  Wyoming  meaning  those  of  the  the  townships  cf 
Stoke  &  Shawaneze  came  down  to  vote  was  to  shew  the  dispo- 
sition they  had  of  complying  with  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  that  they  thought  that  a  good  opportunity  of  shewing  it. 

Henry  Antes  Esq. — He  attended  at  Svmbury  district  where 
the  Election  was  conducted  according  to  Law  in  his  opinion,  He 
saw  no  irregularity  there — W.  Manning  a  Judge  from  Muncy 
told  him  that  John  Hamilton  who  lives  on  the  Indian  land 
voted  at  Muncy  district. — ^Said  Hamilton  formerly  had  an 
Estate  within  the  purchase  but  don't  know  whether  he  now 
has  any — He  says  he  has  executed  three  writs  near  Wyoming 
and  the  defendants  gave  Bail — and  one  near  Winters'  fort 
6  miles — from  Wyoming  he  has  never  served  any  ejectments 
there. — James  Logan  of  Wm.  Coy.  was  Plaintiff  in  one  cf  the 
S'd  Suits — One  Montgomery  was  Plaintiff  in  the  other  and 
John  Harris  of  Sunbury  Plaintiff  in  the  third  and  several 
served  by  his  deputies  in  that  Country  of  which  he  has  no 
return — Neither  he  nor  his  deputies  to  his  knowledge  met 
with  any  opposition  in  executing  the  S'd  Writs — W.  Wm.  Ma- 
clay  to  whom  I  applyed  on  the  Occasion  advised  me  to  sign 
both  return. 
Richard  Manning  being  duly  Sworn 

Says  he  lives  on  Long  island  in  the  river  Susq'a — he  was  a 
Judge  of  Muncy  District  composed  of  Bald  Eagle  and 
muncy    Townships — to    the    best    of    his    remembrance    there 
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were  60  tickets,  or  between  that  number  and  70  received 
in  S'd  district — The  only  one  that  voted  from  Bald  Eagle 
Township  v/as  one  Fleming — the  papers  &  tickets  were  de- 
stroyed after  voting  There  were  about  12  or  14  persons  from 
the  Indian  lands  who  voted  in  said  district — Says  he  knows  of 
but  one  besides  himself  to  wit  Frederick  Bodine  that  voted 
from  the  island — the  two  from  Long  island  are  included  in 
the  number  of  12  or  14 — he  saw  the  general  run  of  the  Indian 
land  votes,  they  were  most  of  them  in  favor  of  Wm.  Mont- 
gomery and  Geo.  Potter  Censors — Rohert  Martin  Councellor — 
Dan'l  Monty.  Fk.  Antes  and  W.  McClenaghan  Assy. — Henry 
Antes  Sheriff — Says  the  People  in  general  on  the  Indian  lands 
are  settled  there  without  the  consent  of  Government  as  he  be- 
lieves The  Indian  land  Men  to  his  knowledge  have  not  paid 
Taxes  for  the  said  lands,  he  has  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance  to 
this  State  in  due  time  and  also  the  Indian  land  Men,  and  that 
very  early  I  believe  this  from  information  only. — David  Robb 
and  David  McKinney  were  Judges  with  him — David  McKinney 
lives  on  the  Indian  land  but  keeps  his  family  at  Sunbury,  he 
asked  all  the  Voters  to  a  Man  whether  they  had  taken  the 
oath  of  allegiance  and  they  told  him  they  had,  he  did  not 
see  their  certificates.  One  Dougherty  who  acted  as  Inspector 
for  Muncy  district  lives  in  Turbutt  Township,  Northumberland 
district  15  miles  from  Muncy.
